Five-year-old injured as 
family’s pet dog strikes

A LITTLE girl is recovering in hospital after being 
savaged by a dog over the bank holiday weekend. 

Tanisha Hall, five, of Hanemill Court, 
Northampton was attacked on Sunday night after 
apparently trying to kiss the dog. 

Her step-father Stuart Benjamin, 28, was also 
injured fighting the dog off her. Tanisha’s mother 
Suzie Hall, 23, said by neighbours to be pregnant, 
was not hurt in the incident. 

An American bulldog is believed to have been 
taken in from a rescue home by the family two years 
ago. Neighbours have said that the attack was out of 
the blue as the dog was good-natured. 

American bulldogs are not currently on the list of 
banned animals under the Dangerous Dogs Act. 

Shaun Browne, who lives opposite the family on 
Hanemill Court, said: “I never even heard the dog 
bark when they took it for walks. It used to be 
around all the time but it was always tame. 

“Tanisha is a happy little child who was always 
playing out front. It’s such a horrible thing to 
happen to her and it will stay with her for the rest of 
her life.” 

Police have said that Tanisha is recovering well in 
hospital after an operation on Monday. 

She is believed to have suffered several facial 
wounds which were not life threatening. Police are 
currently continuing their investigation and 
enquiries are ongoing 

Mr Browne added: “The police knocked on my 
door asking if they were good parents but they are. 
They are good people and I think it was a freak acci-

dent. They really are lovely people.” Mr Browne was 
also quick to praise the actions of Mr Benjamin. 

He said: “He hit the dog to get it off, getting injured 
whilst doing it. By getting the dog off her and lock¬ 
ing it in the garden, he saved her life.” 

Animals in Need, a Northamptonshire-based 
animal charity, has a policy of never rehousing dogs 
with families with children under five. 

Roy Marriot, trustee of the charity, said: “The most 
obvious reason for this is that the first thing a child 
is going to do is put its arms around the dog’s head 
and the dog is not going to like that. 

“We have our policy to safeguard the dog as well as 
the child. 

“A child should never be left alone with any dog 
because any dog is capable of biting or snapping.” 

The American bulldog was put down by a vet on 
Monday night.

Carer Becky’s bid 
to raise awareness

A FOSTER carer born with a 
dislocated hip is taking up the 
challenge of walking 70 miles 
along the Great Wall of China to 
raise money and awareness of 
caring for children. 

Becky Brooks, pictured, from 
Northampton, has fostered five 
children for Northamptonshire 
County Council in four years. 

The 36-year-old mother of two 
said: “My mum and dad were fos¬ 
ter carers so I grew up in a foster¬ 
ing family. 

“My husband and I were always 
keen to be foster carers and hav¬ 
ing had two children we won¬ 
dered whether to have a third, but 
decided against this as we felt 
that we would rather give a home 
to a child in need. 

“Our whole family finds foster¬ 
ing really rewarding. 

“The children benefit from it as 
they understand that there are 
children out there that have a 
much greater need than they do.” 

Becky was born with a dislocat¬ 
ed hip and only recently had an 
operation to rectify it. 

She is appealing for people to 
sponsor her walk, which is to 
raise funds for the national fos¬ 
tering charity, The Fostering 
Network. 

She said: “I was born with a dis¬ 
located hip, and since having my 
children this became more and 
more painful, until I was never 
without pain. 

“In August 2008 I had my hip 
resurfaced and the operation was 
a total success. 

“So after a year of thinking I 
would never be able to walk prop¬ 
erly again, I wanted to do some¬ 
thing amazing with my new lease 
of life. 

“Walking the Great Wall of 
China is something I never 
thought I would be able to do, 
and raising money for The 
Fostering Network while walking 
is an opportunity of a lifetime.” 

The steep rise in the number of 
looked after children, while at the 


same time, the number of foster 
carers retiring, means the county 
council is desperate to recruit 
more foster carers. 

Cabinet member for children 
and young people Councillor 
Andrew Grant said: “Becky is a 
truly inspiring woman. 

“Not only has she overcome a 
physical disability to take on the 
challenge of walking 70 miles, she 
has also offered a stable and lov¬ 
ing home to five of our vulnerable 
children. 

“We need to make sure we don’t 


let this generation down and I 
would appeal to people to think 
about the difference they could 
make to a child’s life by becoming 
the next generation of foster 
carers.”

Event will help people from Eastern Europe 


A SPECIAL evening aimed at helping migrant families 
from Eastern Europe will take place next week. 

Unity College, in Trinity Avenue, Northampton, will be 
hosting the event on Wednesday from 5.30pm to 
7.30pm. 

Representatives from the Police and Fire Brigade, 
Education, Northampton Borough Council Housing and 
Health Care teams, Social Services and Community 
Law will be there. 

The event has been developed from a desire to 
address concerns felt by a number of agencies about 
the difficulties faced by migrants from Eastern Europe 
when they first arrive in Northamptonshire, and the 
impact of these difficulties on children and young 
people. 

Joe Burns, the Associate Principal of Unity College, 
has been instrumental in its organisation, following 
concerns about school-related matters affecting 
some Eastern European children. 

Many of these issues stem from difficulties arising 
from the lack of effective communication between 
school and home, when the child’s parents may speak 
very little English. 

Joe has been working closely with Margaret Rayson, 
Unity College’s Education Welfare Officer, and Nick 
Cummings of Northamptonshire Police, in trying to 
find ways to address these issues. 

PC Nick Stephens, Community Engagement Officer, 


said: “From a police perspective, this event will be a 
great opportunity for us to talk to various 
communities. 

“Officers representing our Road Policing Unit, 

Missing Persons Bureau and Hate Crime Team will be 
present. 

“They will be able to offer advice on a wide range of 
subjects including traffic law, how to contact the 
police to make a report and how the police respond to 
racist incidents. 

“In addition, general advice on a career in the Force 
will be available. 

“Myself and my colleague, PC Sue Ward, will be 
attending the event, and we are looking forward to 
meeting as many people as possible from our Eastern 
European community. We hope to make new contacts 
and our aim is to improve trust and confidence”. 

Joe added: “This event will enable families from 
Eastern Europe to engage with a wide range of 
agencies under one roof. The purpose is to initiate 
contact between families and agencies. 

“If it proves successful, we hope that it will be rolled- 
out to other parts of the county.” 

The event will be held in the theatre of Unity College, 
accessed via the visitors’ entrance on Trinity Avenue. 
Parking is available on-site and entrance to the event 
is free to all. Under 16s need to be accompanied by a 
responsible adult. 
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Traders unhappy 
over flimsy covers

MARKET traders are unhappy at 
the quality of new shelters for 
their market stalls which are 
slowly being introduced as part 
of the Market Square develop¬ 
ment. 

The criticism is yet another 
chapter in the story of the area’s 
redevelopment. 

The new stalls, nicknamed 
“Gazebos” by the market traders, 
are said to be too flimsy for most 
traders and do not offer the pro¬ 
tection required to protect stock. 

The traders are frustrated and 
said Northampton Borough 
Council has not listened to their 
comments and were not willing to 
take their needs seriously. 

Eamon Fitzpatrick, market trad¬ 
er, said: “The council have not 
been listening to us and our 
needs. They have spent all this 
money but all they have given us 
is a new top sheet.” 

Mr Fitzpatrick added: “These 
new stalls are good as gazebos 
and for the vicar’s tea party but 
not for market traders.” 

Keith Westhead, secretary of the 
local branch of the Market 
Traders’ Association, said: “The 
whole thing has not been thought 
out very well. These gazebos are 
good for seasonal trading at 
beach resorts but not for everyday 
market stalls. 

“They are made of aluminium 
which isn’t as durable as our old 
steel stalls so won’t last as long. 
They are back sheets put together 
with Velcro which never last more 
than a few months with everyday 
use. 

“They don’t have an overhang 
either, meaning that when it rains 
any stock that is less that a foot

away from the cover will get wet 
and damaged. 

“If the council had consulted us 
in the first place we could have 
made the money go further 
instead of wasting it on these.” 

Cllr Trini Crake, cabinet mem¬ 
ber responsible for town centre 
operations, said: “For almost two 
years we have been working with 
traders and the public to make a 
wide range of improvements to 
the area that would bring people 
into the town centre and back to 
the market. 

“Over the last 12 months we 
have seen an increase in traders 


on the Market Square for the first 
time in several years, and against 
a difficult economic background. 

“We have been using demount¬ 
able stalls on the Market Square 
for over a year. Our traders have 
been using the stalls in all weath¬ 
ers and seasons. 

“The new stalls were introduced 
following an extensive consulta¬ 
tion. Several designs were tested 
on the Market Square over a num¬ 
ber of weeks and traders were 
invited to give their views on each 
design. Not only are these larger 
stalls, but they also offer greater 
flexibility in how we can use the 
entertainment area. 

“The demountable stalls have 
been so popular that we have not 
had a single trader ask to move 
from a demountable stall to one 
of our permanent rows when 
opportunities have become avail¬ 
able. We have also had a number 
of traders ask to move to a 
demountable stall from their 
existing old permanent stall.” 

A spokesman for the borough 
council added: “We will also be 
offering hanging rails and 
awnings onto the demountable 
stalls to provide more protection 
against the elements. 

“The consultation was covered 
extensively by the local media, 
including the Herald & Post, 
before improvements were made 
to the Market Square and mem¬ 
bers of the public were encour¬ 
aged to join the debate about how 
to improve the Market Square.” 

The news comes as the much 
maligned fountain was finally 
switched on this week. 

The water feature has been crit¬ 
icised recently by opposition 
councillors who are unsure of the 
fountain’s water quality, and its 
overall cost.

Support Colin to 
he p ease autism 


I WAS interested to recently 
hear of Colin Bricher’s com¬ 
ing 32 mile Dartmoor run to 
raise funds for Autism 
Concern. 

His gargantuan effort is 
most impressive considering 
he’s no longer a young man 
and the fact that, for him, 
running is rather awkward 
due to him having his own 
disability. 

During the course of my 
work I often meet people 
with autism and I wonder 
what truth lies in the dis¬ 
credited research of Dr 
Andrew Wakefield who 
linked some incidences of 
autism to the MMR vaccine. 

I’ve read a little and attend¬ 
ed a few lectures on the 
effectiveness of the vaccina¬ 
tion agenda. 

I’ve been convinced that 
there’s strong evidence to 
suggest that the ever 
increasing amount of vac¬ 
cines given to children can, 
in some cases, weaken and 
overwhelm their immune 
system. (Reference 
Vaccination by Viera 
Scheibner Ph.d.) 

It’s not the disease itself 
that potentially causes dam¬ 
age but the adverse reaction 
to the chemical adjuvants 
that are added, supposedly 
to make the vaccine stronger 
and more effective by stimu¬ 
lating a greater immune 


response. Many vaccines 
may not even be necessary 
as the occurrence of some 
serious diseases had dra¬ 
matically decreased before 
vaccines were introduced for 
them.

(Reference - Mass

Question by Trevor Gunn.) 

There’s no doubt that vac¬ 
cinations are a multi-billion 
pound business so it’s of 
little surprise that life 
becomes difficult for those 
that stand in the way. 

Dr Wakefield was recently 
struck off by the GMC over 
his unorthodox research 
methods and MMR’s alleged 
link to autism. 

In my opinion, his research 
shouldn’t be invalidated and 
his honest efforts should be 
given some credit. 

Credit should also be given 
to Colin Bricher, who against 
adversity has clocked up 
nearly half a century (48 
years) of running, often in 
aid of autism charities. 

It would be fantastic if 
readers could help him 
exceed his £1,000 goal to 
help ease the burden of 
those coping with autism.

Traffic trial 
to continue

THE closure of Bridge Street 
to road traffic on Friday and 
Saturday evenings will con¬ 
tinue until September. 

The road has been closed 
on these evenings since 
November 2009 because of 
an experimental traffic order 
aimed at keeping revellers 
safe from cars on the busy 
road which house many of 
the town’s nightspots and to 
allow police easier access to 
deal with any incidents. 

The scheme is being 
extended to allow more time 
for public consultation. 

Since that time, the Safer 
Stronger Northampton 
Partnership has carried out 
surveys and other forms of 
consultation with people 
who live in or use the town 
centre, to see what impact 
they think it has had. 

As a result some changes 
have already been made to 
the timing of the closure and 
the length of road closed. 

The start has moved to 
10pm from 8pm and the bot¬ 
tom section of Bridge Street 
was removed from the clo¬ 


sure. These moves came 
specifically in response to 
discussion with businesses. 

Despite the length of the 
experiment, Northampton 
Borough Council says there is 
no strong evidence that the 
closure makes the town safer 
or is detrimental in any way. 

The extension not only 
allows more people to be 
consulted over the closure 
but also how it works during 
the summer months, when 
more people will be out and 
about on the town’s streets in 
the lighter evenings. 

Nicci Marzec, of the Safer 
Stronger Northampton 
Partnership, said: “Some peo¬ 
ple have told us that they feel 
safer with the street closed, 
but we also recognise that the 
consultation has been limit¬ 
ed and that many more peo¬ 
ple than we have spoken to so 
far have an interest in the 
town centre. 

“The Safer Stronger 
Northampton Partners really 
want this closure to be a suc¬ 
cess, so we have agreed to 
continue with the experi¬ 
mental traffic order until 
September while we take a 
wider view.”

TWO of the county’s MPs are finding their feet 
in the House of Commons after winning the 
public’s vote in the General Election. 
JONATHAN REILLY spoke to them to find out 
how they are coping with their new role. 



SOUTH Northamptonshire MP 
Andrea Leadsom and 
Northampton North MP Michael 
Ellis have been reflecting on 
their first few weeks in office and 
have outlined their plans to rep¬ 
resent their constituents. 

Mrs Leadsom has been getting 
used to life in Westminster even 
though the House of Commons 
has been quite daunting. 

“The House of Commons is a bit 
like Hogwarts because every time 


you go there something has 
moved both physically and in the 
political processes, but I can find 
the chamber from most of the 
corridors now.” 

Mrs Leadsom has outlined her 
top priority as getting local plan¬ 
ning issues back into the local 
community, particularly with 
housing and wind farm applica¬ 
tions. She also wants to ensure 
that people affected by the pro¬ 
posed high-speed rail link are 
properly compensated. 

Mrs Leadsom said: “I’ve recently 
discovered how to table written 
questions to ministers and I have 
tabled some questions on high 
speed rail and the planning of 
wind farms. I have already 
received 150 letters on the issue 
of high-speed rail and housing 
from my constituents.” 

She wants the decisions on 
housing and these developments 
to go back into the hands of the 
community which can make 


decisions to benefit towns and 
villages. 

Mrs Leadsom said: “Towcester 
needs a ring road to divert the 
traffic from the A5. The town 
could benefit from any develop¬ 
ments that propose building one 
as part of the deal. We need to 
make sure these developments 
are real carrots for the communi¬ 
ty, with greater access to the plan¬ 
ning process to the community.” 

She is also enjoying the respon¬ 
sibility that comes with repre¬ 
senting the people. 

“I held my first surgery last 
Friday and it really struck me how 
important my position is as an 
MP. I really want to help the peo¬ 
ple that I have met. Some of them 
have dreadful stories of bureau¬ 
cratic nightmares, who are com¬ 
ing to me because I’m their only 
option.” 

Mrs Leadsom also reiterated her 
statement of getting things done 
for people who require her help

and is getting to grips with the 
parliamentary process. 

She said: “I’m attending a ‘tricks 
of the trade’ seminar on getting 
things done in Parliament; you 
really need a degree to under¬ 
stand it all. I just want to ask as 
many questions as possible to 
help make things happen.” 

Meanwhile Mr Ellis has reiterat¬ 
ed his pride at being able to rep¬ 
resent his home town. 

He said: “To represent my home 
town is still such an honour. I am 
home grown from the town and I 
want what is best for it.” 

Mr Ellis is hoping that the new 
Government will help people 
who have become disillusioned 
by the way the country was run 
by the previous administration, 
adding: “People have become fed 
up of the tick box culture which 
was completely authoritarian 
and out of touch.” 

He hopes that his time in office 
will allow him to improve the way 
criminals are dealt with: 
“Thousands of prisoners have 


been released early for years 
because of over crowding in pris¬ 
ons and I feel the system needs to 
be changed. The people who 
work in the system do a brilliant 
job but I do think it could be 
improved. I believe the new 
Government will seek to redress 
the balance of justice.” 

Mr Ellis is however frustrated at 
the way that Parliament is operat¬ 


ed. The way Parliament works is 
quite slow for new members. 

“It is quite a logistical nightmare 
trying to get so much done and 
sort out an office at the same 
time. Overall I want to represent 
the town to the best of my abili¬ 
ty-” 

However Mr Ellis has expressed 
delight at how the coalition 
Government has worked over the 
last few weeks. 

He said: “The coalition is work¬ 
ing well. It places a check and bal¬ 
ances between the two parties, I 
would hope it has a good future 
but it remains to be seen because 
the country faced some difficult 
changes.”

Developer cash to 
boost vital services

IN the last year, £18million has 
been secured to help benefit 
communities in the west of the 
county. 

The money has been sourced 
by West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
through developer contributions 
as part of section 106 agree¬ 
ments, relating to planning per¬ 
missions. 

Following the signing of an 
agreement with 

Northamptonshire County 
Council, WNDC has started to 
transfer some of this funding to 
the local authority so it can invest 
the money in vital services to 
support new development, 
including transport, education 


and community facilities. 
Around £700,000 has been trans¬ 
ferred to date. 

In 2008, the Corporation pub¬ 
lished its Planning Obligations 
Strategy, introducing a standard 
charge for new development, set 
at £20,000 per home. 

It has used this system as the 
starting point for negotiations for 
key developments, such as the 
450-home Grange Park scheme, 
which will contribute more than 
£9 million to local infrastructure. 

WNDC chief executive Peter 
Mawson said: “The levels of 
funding secured by WNDC are a 
massive increase compared to 
the past. 

“We are careful to balance the 
needs of the local area, with what 
is fair and reasonable for devel¬ 
opers to pay. Using this 


approach, we have secured in 
excess of £30 million to date, to 
be invested in vital infrastructure 
across the area. 

“This is just one of the ways we 
are raising funding for the area, 
and there is much more in the 
pipeline” 

Cllr Ben Smith, county council 
cabinet member for regeneration 
and growth, said: “This is much 
needed investment to support 
growth and ensure that this 
development benefits the local 
area without further stretching 
the local infrastructure. 

“There are difficult times ahead 
in both the public and private 
sector, which means closely 
working with WNDC will be 
essential to continue to deliver 
positive development in West 
Northamptonshire.”

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Roo’ve got to believe in England

Given form, fitness and a 
following wind it does not take a 
rocket scientist to work out the 
team Fabio Capello would prefer 
to play against the United States 
in England's World Cup opener. 

In goal David James, who despite hurtling towards 40 
is still England's most experienced and reliable shot- 
stopper. In defence Glen Johnson, Rio Ferdinand, John 
Terry and Ashley Cole. In midfield Frank Lampard, 
Steven Gerrard, Gareth Barry and either Theo Walcott or 
Aaron Lennon. And up front Emile Heskey and Wayne 
Rooney. 

Almost certainly that is Capello's dream team. The one 
he saw in his mind's eye when he chose his initial 
squad of 30 on May 11. The one he believes is capable 
of qualifying from a group phase against the USA, 
Algeria and Slovenia before mixing it with the big boys 
of world football. You can see where his confidence 
comes from if everyone were fit. 

After all, you would go a long way to find a better 
central defensive partnership than Ferdinand and Terry 
at their best. Barry has never let him down. Lampard 
and Gerrard on paper are world class, although they 


have not always appeared so when wearing the Three 
Lions. Walcott or Lennon would concern any defence 
with their pace, even if doubts remain about their final 
delivery. 

And in Rooney England potentially have a striking 
inspiration to rank alongside the Messis and Ronaldos 
of the 2010 World Cup. So far, so good. Where it falls 
down is when Capello's first choices are not available. 
Hence the inclusion of Ledley King and Jamie 
Carragher in his 30-man squad. The fact is that 
England's greatest weakness surrounds the uncertainty 
in fitness and form of the most vital part of the team. 
The defence. 

Ferdinand's chronic back problem appears to 
precipitate all sorts of other niggles. He has spent more 
time on the treatment table than on the teamsheet at 
Old Trafford this past season. 

The bottom line for success is 
that Capello’s dream team must 
stay fit and well 

Johnson and Ashley Cole have not long been recovered 
from serious injuries and Terry's form is not yet back to 
the levels before the salacious headlines surrounding 



his private life. So we have King, so brilliant for 
Tottenham this season but who cannot train because of 
his own chronic knee problem, being considered as 
cover for Ferdinand. And we have Carragher, who quit 
international football in July 2007 saying he did not feel 
as passionate about his country as his club, being 
considered as a utility defender, either in central 
defence or at full-back. Some might view that as 
inspired. Others might see it as desperate. 

There is little doubt it is a gamble from a man who in 
more than two years as England manager had been 
consistent in his insistence that only players fully fit and 
in form would be selected. The World Cup is no place 
for crocks. But neither can England have a serious 
chance of progressing deep into the tournament 
without players of exceptional quality. There must be 
quality in depth, not just in the first XI and in that regard 
it leaves something to be desired. True, it is a squad 
which recognises the value of Joe Cole's 
unpredictability and one which has varied options up 
front in Peter Crouch and Jermain Defoe as well as the 
strike rate which has seen Darren Bent score 25 goals 
in 39 matches for Sunderland this season. The bottom 
line for World Cup success, however, 
is obvious. Capello's dream team 
must stay fit and well and 
stand up to be counted.

Player Profile

WAYNE ROONEY has a view 
on football achievement. 
When everyone, whether 
respected television 
pundits, fellow players, 
managers and the fans, 
match-going and 
armchair, has offered an 
opinion about his talents, 
Rooney retains a 
refreshingly detached air. 

Former Manchester United team¬ 
mate Cristiano Ronaldo would 
respond to accolades with a knowing 
nod of agreement, even when he 
was being described as the best 
player in the world. 

Rooney generally sidesteps talk 
about his form, insisting it is for 
others to judge and he is more 
interested in the team’s performance 
anyway. 

But one sunny day in Qatar last 
November, just before he captained 
his country for the first time in a 
meeting with a Brazil side that 
remains the benchmark for the rest, 
Rooney did reveal his own opinion on 
such matters. It was not startling, nor 
particularly controversial. 

Rooney has nothing against George 
Best, Johan Cruyff, or even Lionel 
Messi and his old mate Ronaldo, the 
pair reckoned to be the best of his 
generation. 


Yet none of them can be 
considered the best, because they 
have not collected the best prize. 

“If you want to be known and 
remembered in world football, I feel 
you would have to win a World Cup,” 
he said. “Obviously there are players 
like George Best and Cristiano 
Ronaldo who are geniuses, but 
personally I feel I have to help 
England win a World Cup to be 
considered like that. 

“It means there is still a lot I need to 
win before I can catch up.” 

There is a finite amount of time for 
any player to achieve the ultimate 
honour. 

Rooney has already missed one 
opportunity, in Germany four years 
ago, a tournament that, for him, was 
disrupted by the broken metatarsal 
he suffered in an end-of-season 
clash at Chelsea. 

He recovered, but the cost was his 
sharpness, ‘the edge’ that makes all 
the difference at the highest level, 
which is one of the reasons why 
there was such a sharp intake of 
breath when Rooney went down in 
the final minute of the Champions 
League defeat to Bayern Munich at 
the Allianz Arena. 

For one awful moment, it seemed the 
curse of the metatarsal had returned 
as Rooney, boot removed, hopped to 
the touchline. 

Mercifully, it turned out to be nothing 
worse than a sprained ankle, which 
may have had an impact on 





Manchester United but left England 
unscathed. 

For Rooney really is 
the man Fabio Capello 
cannot do without, 
even if there was 
never a chance that 
he would cushion 
himself against the 
threat of injury. 


“We have to try and make sure we 
are at our fittest and the best we can 
be when the World Cup comes 
around,” he said. “But playing within 
myself because it’s a World Cup year 
is not in my nature.” It has always 
been that way for Rooney. 

There will be no holding back, right 
from the first whistle in the first 
game against the United States in 
Rustenburg on June 12. “We have 
been playing well, although we still 
have to improve our defending as a 
team, as well as our shape and 
pressure on the ball in the 
opponents’ half,” he said. “But 
overall, if we play to our potential, we 
feel we have got a good chance in 
the summer.”

FABIO GAPELLO has a 
concern which has 
nothing to do with John 
Terry, nothing to do with 
the behaviour of his 
players. Nothing even to 
do with the WAGs. 

But there is an issue that keeps the 
Italian awake at night, one that could 
undermine his single shot at 
football’s ultimate prize. Capello 
believes that if his best players can be 
delivered fit and fresh, and remain so, 
from the moment England begin their 
campaign against the United States in 
Rustenburg, right through to the World 
Cup final in Soccer City on July 11, the 
Three Lions could be crowned world 
champions. If significant numbers are 
not, well, there is not much point even 
turning up. “There are a lot of things I 
am not concerned about,” reflected 
the Italian. “But I hope the best 
players are fit. This is what concerns 
me.” Capello suffered one blow quite 
early on, when David Beckham 


suffered the Achilles injury that ended 
his chances of participating in a fourth 
World Cup. A few weeks later, it was 
the sight of Wayne Rooney lying 
stricken on the turf in Munich that 
sent a shudder down his spine. 
Mercifully, Rooney’s ankle problem 
was not as serious as it first appeared. 
It is stating the obvious that on a list 
of players Capello does not want to be 
without in South Africa, Rooney’s 
name would be at the top, in big bold 
letters, underlined in red ink. “Rooney 
is really good. He is really important 
for us,” said Capello, an admission 
that did not need to be spelt out. “He 
is one of the best players in the world 
now. It is difficult to compare players. 
Lionel Messi dribbles and has 
imagination. Cristiano Ronaldo is fast 
and shoots from long distance. Kaka 
has to arrive in the area from midfield. 
“Rooney can play alone like a centre- 
forward. He holds the ball very well. 

He dribbles. He can shoot from long 
distance. He can score goals with his 
head. The difference between these 
players and Rooney is that he presses 


a lot. He runs a lot.” The Manchester 
United striker is always a topic of 
discussion when Capello meets up 
with his fellow international bosses, as 
he did in South Africa at the end of 
February. Yet that heart-stopping night 
in Munich was a reminder that Capello 
requires a Plan B, should injury or 
suspension rob him of his talisman for 
a short period. The options are not 
extensive. Steven Gerrard fills a 
similar position for Liverpool, but has 
not had the best of seasons. Theo 
Walcott has blinding pace, but lacks 
maturity. Jermain Defoe has both of 
those things, but does he have the 
talent? These are the selection issues 
Capello must wrestle with, ahead of 
that tournament-defining opener 
against the United States when 
victory will propel England forward on 
a path that should avoid any 
heavyweight until a potential quarter¬ 
final meeting with France. Not that 
Capello is taking anything for granted.

FABIO CAPELLO has so many 
Questions to answer. Left-back, 
right-back, centre-backs, 
goalkeeper. Right side, left side. 
You name it, and there is an if 
and a but which England must 
get ouer before they kick off 
against the United States in the 
World Cup But if No.1 to No.11 are 
fit and playing well and we have 
a bit of luck, then I think England 
can go far. 

My best bet right now would be the semi¬ 
finals, but once you get there, then who knows? 
I think if you asked Capello, he could name the 
side he would want to start against the United 
States. He might not be able to do so because 
of injuries, but he will have a pretty clear idea 
of his best XI in his own mind.

People ask if John Terry is playing well enough 
to earn his place and, based on the way he 
played against Tottenham in a 2-1 Chelsea 
defeat recently, the answer would be no.

He 
changed the game when he came on for 
Arsenal against Barcelona at home in the 


Champions League. He could make that sort of 
impact very well from the bench at the World 
Cup.

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RIO FERDINAND is happy 10 
put his trust in Fabio 
Capello to lead England to 
World Gup glory in South 
Africa. 

It has been a strange old season for 
Ferdinand. Scarred by worries about 
a back injury that dates back well 
over 18 months, Ferdinand’s fitness 
fears have been balanced by being 
handed the sacred captain’s 
armband in the wake of John Terry’s 
personal nightmare. If all goes to 
plan, it means Ferdinand will get the 
chance to emulate another West 
Ham legend, Bobby Moore, by lifting 
the World Cup at Soccer City in 
Johannesburg on July 11. 

It will be Ferdinand’s fourth tilt at the 
prize, having been picked as a raw 
19-year-old by Glenn Hoddle for the 
1998 tournament, when he did not 
play a game. Since then, the 
Peckham-born defender has never 
gone beyond the quarter-finals, when 
hopes were dashed first by Brazil, 
then Portugal. 

The difference this time is Capello, 
the Italian who appears not to get 
distracted by the outside influences 
that have affected so many previous 
campaigns. 

And whilst he has not been involved 
as much as he would have liked over 
the past couple of years, Ferdinand is 
adamant Capello can deliver the 


ultimate prize. “There is real 
optimism in the camp. He has 
instilled a very strong belief in the 
squad,” said Ferdinand. 

“The manager is 
single-minded and 
has been a winner all 
through his career. 

He has brought that 
winning mentality to 
the squad and it’s 
what we needed.” 


The key seems to have been 
Capello’s refusal to play up to the in- 
house banter that seemed such a 
part of Steve McClaren’s ill-fated 
tenure in particular. 

‘Stevie G’, ’JT’ and ‘Wazza’ may still 
be part of the pack but that is not 
how Capello refers to them, either in 
public or team meetings. There are 
no mates, just a cold-eyed 
professionalism. 

“From past experience, I would say 
the manager is very professional, 
meticulous and makes sure 
everything is planned and done the 
way he wants it,” said Ferdinand. 
“Everyone has always talked about 
the players as good individuals, but 


it’s about being a good set of 
individuals within a team framework. 
You need to play well as a team, 
prepare right and apply yourself.” A 
Rolls-Royce of a footballer, tipped for 
stardom by Harry Redknapp as soon 
as he caught his progress within the 
Hammers youth system, this summer 
should represent the fulfilment of 
Ferdinand’s career. Yet right until the 
final kick of the final game, doubts 
will linger about that bad back, which 
has condemned him to spend so 
much time on the sidelines in recent 
times. Ferdinand insists his injuries, 
whilst not exactly a thing of the past, 
are now being managed, with his 
latest absence. 

Certainly his current state of health 
bears no relation to the state he was 
in at the start of the season. 

“The day after a game I would 
waddle into the club like a duck, bent 
over like an old hunchback,” he said. 
The crunch came after a defeat at 
Liverpool in 

October when Ferdinand was left 
completely flat-footed by Fernando 
Torres. “I was summoned into the 
manager’s office after the Liverpool 
defeat. He told me: ‘Last season, 
Torres would not have scored that 
goal against you. “It hit home. So we 
made a decision to rest it completely 
before I returned.”

England cannot claim net 
to have beea warned this 
time. 

When the national team 
travelled to Brazil to play in the World 
Cup for the first time in 1950, they 
did so with an air of arrogance and 
expectation that they only had to turn 
up to claim the silverware. 

The USA were certainly not expected 
to provide much opposition for their 
group clash in Belo Horizonte and 
little homework was done ahead of 
an anticipated mismatch. 

What followed was arguably the 
greatest shock in World Cup history 
as Joe Gaetjens, a Haitian emigre 
who had worked as a dishwasher 
while studying in New York, scored 
the only goal to sink a team boasting 
legendary names such as Billy 
Wright, Wilt Mannion, Stan 
Mortensen and Tom Finney. 

They returned home with tails 
between their legs soon after, 
excuses being readied. But this 
summer there can be none for lack 
of homework as England prepare to 
meet the Americans for the first time 
in World Cup competition since that 
infamous occasion. 

In Landon Donovan, the USA have a 


genuine world talent who has 
sharpened his game in England 
this year. 

US captain Donovan 
made a huge 
impression after 
joining Everton on a 
10-week loan from 
Los Angeles Galaxy 
in January. 


The 28-year-old added an extra 
dimension to the Toffees attack, 
enhanced his reputation by 
bagging a couple of goals and 
earned the instant adoration of the 
fans. Everton wanted him to stay 
longer, but not surprisingly Galaxy 
him back for the new Major League 
Soccer season. 

He could prove a real handful for 
England in Rustenburg, but Fabio 
Capello was hardly short of 
opportunities to check him out during 
his stint at Goodison Park. “My 
experience puts me in a stronger 
position for the World Cup,” admitted 


Donovan. “I now have the confidence 
to play against anybody and not fear 
anyone at all.The amount these guys 
put in is so draining, both physically, 
mentally as well as emotionally. 

“I have so much respect for the 
(Frank) Lampards and (Steven) 
Gerrards who do it day in, day out. 

It’s the same at Everton, when you 
see players like Bainesy (Leighton 
Baines) turning out every week and 
maintaining standards 
“It has been fantastic. I never would 
have expected when I first arrived it 
would turn out like this.” After 
ignoring American players in the 
past, England must now hope their 
country’s league has not given this 
one too much help.

LEE Daggett will be putting his friend¬ 
ship with players in the Warwickshire 
Bears squad to one side tonight when 
Northamptonshire Steelbacks open 
their Friends Provident T20 campaign 
at Edgbaston. 

Daggett moved to the County Ground 
for the start of the 2009 season, having 
spent two years on the staff at Warwick¬ 
shire where he was mainly limited to 
playing one-day cricket. 

The 27-year-old heads into the game 
in good form, having taken career-best 
limited overs figures of 4/17 in the 119 
run win over the Netherlands on Mon¬ 
day. 

And he is eyeing a repeat of last year 
when Northants won both the home 
and away matches during the group 
stages of the competition. 

“I keep in touch with a few of them 
and I’ll be catching up with them on 
Thursday,” said Daggett, adding: “It will 
be good to turn them over though. 

“We did it twice last year and that did 
mean a lot to me after just leaving War¬ 
wickshire. 

“I actually organised to go out for a 
drink with a few of them after the game 
last year and it was quite nice to do so I 
could rub it in their faces a little bit.” 

The Bears have consistently per¬ 
formed well in the competition since it 
was introduced in 2003, when they fin¬ 
ished as runners-up. They have quali¬ 
fied for the quarter finals in all but one 
season. 

Warwickshire and England batsman 
Jonathan Trott is also the all-time lead¬ 
ing run scorer in the tournament with 
1,564 heading into the 2010 edition. 
Daggett said: “They’re a dangerous side. 


You look at them on paper and they are 
similar to us. On their day they can turn 
over any team in the country, but 
they’re not quite performing how they 
would want to at the moment in the 
Championship. 

“One day cricket is going well for 
them so we’ll just have to wait and see, 
but they are a dangerous team. 

“We did really well last year in the 
Twenty20 and we would take that 
again. There are a lot of big clubs out 
there, and a lot of big signings and 
names out there. 

“We’ll be doing our best to beat these 
bigger clubs, and we’re going up north 
this year playing Durham, Yorkshire 
and Lancashire. We’ll be looking to 
really nail it and start off on a high on 
Thursday.” 

The seamer has been enjoying this 
season after regularly featuring for 
Northamptonshire in the County 
Championship and limited overs 
cricket. 

He is hoping that he can continue to 
play a big role throughout the season, 
but is staying grounded after his perfor¬ 
mance with the ball on Monday. 

Daggett said: “Every now and again 
you get a performance where you get 
four wickets and keep it quite tight, but 
it’s not something you can look to emu¬ 
late every time. 

“If you go in thinking that you’re going 
to get four wickets then things can go 
wrong. We go back to our plans, and 
mine is just to bowl straight with decent 
lines and length. 

“I don’t look to take wickets and new 
ball bowling is not normally something 
I do, but when I do I try to grasp it. It’s 
just going back to our plans really and 
hoping that they are sound, and can 
help gain us some success from there.”
